A Serlous Wreck.

————

Wilmington Messenger.
Tha wreck

Coast Line at Lucama on Monday
night a few minutes before 12 o’clock,
was one of the most eerious that has
occurred on the Coast Lipe in a long
time. It was indeed fortunate that no
one lost thelr life 1n the accident.

The train wrecked was No. 35, the
Florida and West Indian Limited, and
the wreck was due (o carelessness on
the part of the crew on Lhe Ireight cars
standing on the maio Hoe. It is said
that Conductor Burnett, of No. 8, the
freight, admits that be forgot all about
the passenger traln. The vestibule ap
proached Lucama at the rate of about
forty-five miles per hour, and Engineer
Wackemith saw the cars too late to re-
duce the speed ot hia train to any ma-
terfal extent, ‘T'he fast moving train
plunged into the freight cars, which
were loaded with fez:lizer, with an
awiul crash, turning the engine com-
pletely around and causing it to fall
into a diteh near the track. Engineer
Wackemith and bis fireman, who was
named Charles, both stuck to the en-
gine and were pulled from the debris
after the accident. A few minutes af-
ter the accident occurred the wrecked
cars caught on fire and the baggage
and mail car and six freight cars were
completely destroyed, and the station
which was only a few yardsdistant, was
also burned.

Those injured were Engineer Louis
Waciemith, who 1s said to have receiv-
ed internal injuries ; Fireman Charles,
T. M. Mitchell, a colored postal clerk,
and several others on the traln were
slightly injured.

Dr. Taylor, of Rocky Mount, was on
the train and looked after the imme-
diate needs of the injured. Those in-
jured were later removed to the hospi-
tal at fBocty Mount.

The loss to the Coast Line is esti-
mated at from $50,000 to 100,000.
